Guthrie, 0. T., April 29.—A cloud­ 
burst twenty miles north of Guthrie 
at 6 o’clock Wednesday morning turn­ 
ed the already flooded valley of the 
Cottonwood into a deluge and sent a 
wave of water six feet high sweeping 
with terrific force toward Guthrie. 
The great wave came down the val­ 
ley like a cataract and broke upon the 
sleeping city 
without 
a 
moment’s 
warning. It came with a mighty roar, 
crushing houses in its path, and swept 
across the lowlands of West Guthrie, 
leaving death and devastation. 
It is believed that over 600 homes 
are in ruins, hundreds of houses hav­ 
ing been floated away on the crest of 
the flood. 
Large numbers of people, possibly 
200, have been drowned. Bridges be­ 
tween Guthrie and Seward have gone 
out and the railroad tracks are gone. 
The estimated loss is between $200,000 
and $500,000.

For miles farms 
were 
completely 
ruined, bridges and tracks were wash- 
-ed out, and railway traffic in every 
■direction is at a standstill. 
The efforts of rescuing parties have, 
in many cases, proved in vain. Many 
people floated downstream before they 
could be reached, and their fate is un­ 
known; others passed the night in 
trees 
in 
midstream or perched on 
housetops. 
Fully two-thirds of the victims were 
colored people. 
Business has been suspended in Guth­ 
rie, the stores and banks being closed. 
As thorough an organization for relie! 
as is possible has been made, but all 
aid has been necessarily retarded by the 
confused condition of things. 
It will 
be impossible to explore the houses un­ 
til the water shall subside, as many ol 
them are submerged. 
The flood is supposed to have been 
caused by a cloudburst supplemented 
by heavy rains. The Cottonwood river, 
ordinarily a small stream that winds 
between steep banks in WTest Guthrie, 
was bank full from a heavy rain Tues­ 
day, but no alarm had been felt, as the 
river had been rising gradually during 
the night. 
About 6 o’clock, however, 
waters from a cloudburst had been ad­ 
ded to those already nearly up to the 
level of the high banks, and the deluge 
swrept through West Guthrie. 
Persons who saw' the first wall 01 
water said that it was about eighteen 
feet high, spreading entirely across the 
valley. 
There was no water in front 
of it save that in the river’s channel. 
The first wave was followed by oth­ 
ers in quick succession, until the whole 
swelled into a bank of water from six 
to eight feet high. 
Many had already 
begun carrying their household goods 
to places of safety, but few had made 
more than one trip w’hen they were 
forced to flee for their lives before a 
torrent that no power of man could 
hope to stay or stem. 
They fled from their homes to the 
higher portions of the newly formed 
island. 
In half an hour the mountain 
of water had done its work and prac­ 
tically spent itself. 
When the first shock of the disastei 
was over the more fortunate on the 
island 
immediately 
began 
to 
help 
those nearest them, while 
across in 
Guthrie proper prompt steps were tak­ 
en at rescue. 
The houses, barns and 
other effects 
began 
to 
drift 
down 
stream, each freighted with 
one 
01 
more human beings. 
Boats or rafts 
shot out here and there from tile shore 


ana uesperare euurcs were made to res­ 
cue the people. Improvised rafts were 
quickly thrown together and 
started 
out into the stream. 
Before many of them had been pro­ 
pelled a couple of yards from shore 
they were twisted and broken by the 
waters, and the would-be rescuers 
thrown into the stream. Half a dozen 
rescuers were drowned 
even 
before 
those they had tried to save had been 
reached. 
A negro woman with a babe in her 
arms managed to cling to a tree-top. 
She grew weak and the baby slipped 
into the water and was drowned. She 
was finally rescued, and said her fam­ 
ily of six had perished. 
A woman wading from home with 
her baby on her head was seen to go 
under, and a man swimming the chan­ 
nel to reach four women and a baby 
was carried down stream. 
Two women and a child were carried 
away on a bridge further down stream, 
and one man and two women in plain 
sight of shore were on a house roof 
when it went to pieces. They all per­ 
ished. 
Adjutant General Jameson of the ter­ 
ritorial militia narrowly escaped with 
his family. He was forced to wade and 
lead his horse, with his family in the 
buggy. 
John Metz, aged 55, was 
capsized 
while trying to save a woman, who 
sank before he reached her. Metz him­ 
self was barely rescued. 
George Owens, attorney, Teaque Ray 
and Dick Pearsons were precipitated 
into the water while trying to save 
some people, and Owens and Ray were 
drowned. 
The wife and five daughters of Wes­ 
ley McGill, colored, were drowned in 
their home. 
It is impossible to get any definite 
news from the hundreds of rescued peo­ 
ple on the bluffs west of the city, and 
those who escaped are rushing franti­ 
cally about in search of missing ones. 
It is believed that loss of life has also 
occurred south of Guthrie, along the 
Cottonwood river. Many farm houses 
in that district are reported to have 
been swept away. 
Seven miles south 
of here, at Seward, Hunt’s store and 
the postoffice were swept away. 
Five thousand dollars was raised in 
Guthrie at once for the relief of the suf­ 
ferers.

TORNADO AND FLOOD. 


France Sends a Warning to the Sultan 
Through the Ambassador in Paris— 
Opinion That Greece Must Accept 
the Inevitable and Accept the Situa­ 
tion at Once. 


London, April 29.—Matters at Athens 
are likely to remain unchanged until 
the ministerial crisis is settled, when 
overtures from the powers to intervene 
are expected. The sultan is said to be 
willing to listen to terms. The down­ 
fall of the Delyannis cabinet is taken 
for granted, though it has not actually 
occurred. 
M. Ralli, who is likely to 
succeed Delyannis, was equally keen 
for war. 
A dispatch to the Daily Mail from 
Paris says that M.Hanotaux,the French 
foreign minister, had a five-liour inter­ 
view with the Turkish ambassador. It 
is understood that M. Hanotaux in the 
course of the conference 
urged 
the 
Turkish ambassador to advise the sul­ 
tan to hold out the olive branch to 
Greece, adding that if the 
Turkish 
troops went further France would be 
compelled to come forward as the de 
fender of the Christian cause. In that 
event, said M. Hanotaux, Turkey would 
have the more reason to regret the in 
tervention of the powers, which would 
not serve as a prop for the Ottoman 
empire. 
Little or nothing seems to be known 
at Athens or is reported here as to the 
movements of the Greek 
fleet. 
The 
only news of actual fighting in progress 
comes from Velestino, which com 
rn ands the road to Volo. Possibly this 
indicates an intention of the Turks to 
march southward. 
The Greek forces now extend in a 
fourteen-mile line from Pharsala 
to 
Velestino. 
Pharsala commands the 
Turkish pass and the road leading to 
Athens by way of Larissa. 
The Daily Mail’s correspondent says 
that King George on receiving a dis­ 
tinguished caller said to him: “I am 
ready to accept all my country’s wishes. 
W hat I desire is that not a drop of 
blood shall he shed on my account.”

AIR FULL OF SMOKE 
FROM THE FIRES 


BLAZE IN THE FOREST DOES 
MUCH DAMAGE. 


OFFICERS 
LOOK FOR 
CLEWS 


Succession of Furious Storms Ends in 


a Cloudburst—Great Damage. 
El Reno, O. T., April 29—For the 
first time since the white man settled 
in the Canadian 
valley, twenty-nine 
years ago, Wednesday morning’s sun 
rose over an Oklahoma lake. For ten 
days 
the 
dust-parched 
people 
had 
prayed for rain to save their crops or 
quench their thirst, as the case might J 
be. 
The flood of water that finally t 
poured from the skies 
wiped 
their 
homes and farms out of existence, and 
in many instances swept away human 
lives. The final storm and flood came 
as a climax to a week of unusually 
heavy rains and damaging Roods. 
The dry spell was broken Saturday 
with a fierce storm that turned 
the 
streets into torrents, 
washed 'away 
crosssings, tore out sewers and moved 
small buildings. 
It washed the earth 
clean. Saturday at midnight the peo­ 
ple were frightened from their beds 
when a hurricane 
blowing 
forty-six 
miles an hour drove water through the 
roofs of their poorly-built or already 
damaged houses and threatened to car­ 
ry away their possessions. They were 
driven in terror to their storm cellars 
and caves, and spent the night in mo­ 
mentary expectation of 
being 
borne 
away by the storm or flood. 
Sunday morning shone bright 
and 
clear, and the gauge showed a fall of 
five inches since Saturday noon. 
The 
streets had been plowed with gulches, 
small buildings had toppled over, and 
here and there bits of furniture and 
other household effects floated about 
The valley of the Canadian, which Sat­ 
urday morning had been a beautiful 
steretch of farms and homes, on Sun­ 
day displayed a long network of con 
nected lakes and islands, dotted with 
half-flooded houses, and 
horses 
and 
cattle struggling for places of safety. 
Wednesday noon a heavy cloud swept 
up from the west and another deluge 
spread over the town. 
The water fell 
in sheets, and by 6 o’clock the gauge 
read 5.8 inches. 
A calm about 7 o’clock brought at­ 
tention to a black cloud moving toward 
the city from the west. It was a typi­ 
cal tornado, indicated by the peculiar 
whistle of the wind, which almost uni­ 
versally accompanies a “twister.” The 
cry, “Get under ground.” arose on all 
sides, and the streets were soon filled 
with running, shouting people seeking 
cave or cellar. Stores and homes were 
deserted and the people huddled to­ 
gether awaiting the blow. 
The center of the storm passed over 
the southeastern corner of the to n, 
striking the hills across 
the 
valley, 
wrecking all it touched. 
With the tornado came the heaviest 
fall of water ever recorded here in a 
like period over two inches falling in 
thirty minutes. A dam on the Ellison 
ranch gave way to the torrent and car­ 
ried out a bridge on the Fort Reno 
road swept the fair grounds clean and 
flooded the yards of the Choctaw' rail­ 
road. 
Farmers were compelled to de­ 
sert their places in order to save their 
lives. 
The rescue of many families 
was 
made at great danger to the rescuers’ 
lives. A little child of Frank Holman 
fell into a washout-out crossing and 
was drowned. 
Mr. Bickford, a milk­ 
man, n e a r ly lost his own life in trying 
to save the little one. 


Must Accept the Inevitable. 
Paris, April 29.—The French news­ 
papers uige the powers to intervene 
between Turkey and Greece, especially 
as the fate of the Greece dynasty is 
now involved, and as Turkey has every 
reason to be satisfied with her victo­ 
ries, while Greece must accept the in-

comment upon the meeting of the em­ 
perors of Russia and Austria as being 
evidence of an agreement of the powers 
to speedily bring to an end the war be­ 
tween Turkey and Greece. 


German Cruiser Sent On. 
Berlin, April 29.—The German cruis­ 
er Kaiserin Augusta, now in Cretan 
waters, has been ordered to Phalerum, 
near the Piraeus. 


CONTINUE THE EXAMINATION 


New 
Names Mentioned In Connection 
with Globe Bank Failure. 
Chicago, April 29.—Miss Sarah Louise 
Ervin, Banker Spalding’s private sten­ 
ographer, appeared before the grand 
jury at 5 o’clock last night. 
She was 
the last of the eight witnesses who 
told the inquisitors of the Globe sav­ 
ings bank failure yesterday. 
The ex­ 
amination indicated a very faulty mem­ 
ory on the part of the young woman, 
and her answers show'ed that she was 
not disposed to go into unnecessary de ­ 
tails regarding her 
connection 
with 
Charles W arren Spalding. 
Discussing the day’s work, one of the 
grand jurors had this to say last night: 
“The name of every man who has ever 
been connected with the Globe hank 
has been mentioned before the jury in 
an unfavorable light. 
It is probable 
that some of the ex-officers will be 
brought into the case, and I should not 
be surprised if indictments were re­ 
turned against some persons who have 
not been prominently identified with 
the smashup as yet. Thus far the in­ 
vestigation shows that had the bank 
been compelled to close last January it 
would have had its entire capital wiped 
out, and 'the stockholders would still 
have been liable for $50,000.” 


Authorities Will Seek to Apprehend the 
Misting Loda Banker. 
Chicago, April 29.—Believing that 
Banker John S. Sheldon is still alive, 
ere litors and others interested in his 
failure at Loda, 111., applied to the 
Cook county courts this morning tor 
permission to open Sheldon’s strong 
box in the Unity safety deposit vaults 
in the Unity building. This, the peo­ 
ple interested expect, may afford a clew 
either to the whereabouts of Sheldon 
or the actual conditions of his business 
affairs. Sheriff Ireland and a number 
of residents have practically given up 
the suicide theory. At a meeting held 
in the Tremont house some of these 
hinted at embezzlement and a minia­ 
ture Spalding case.

law prohibited prefeoeuces but wher­

they existed the assignments 
and not the preferences were de 
dared void. 
This encouraged tedious 
and expensive litigation a rd often re­ 
sulted a few 
of the creditors beiDg 
paid in full and the balance receiving 
little or nothing. 
Another defect in 
th^ law was that a debtor in failing 
ciiuaoistauces could allow a judgment 
to bs taken against him or to pa mil 
an attachment to be m»de up in his 
property, which would result in pro­ 
tecting certain friends 
or favored 
creditors ethers having no legs I rem- 
eJy. 
The important changes made by the 
new law are that where preference 
exist, the preference will be declared 
void and the assignment valid. 
The 
courts are given p 3were for amending 
assignments, inventories and all pap­ 
ers aud documents relating to assign­ 
ments, so as to carry out ifceintentof 
the assignor, and whenever necessary 
are empowered to appoint a receiver 
to administer the assets for the bene­ 
fit of all creditors. 
Provision ii also 
made fcr allowing a debtor, whose 
property has been seized under an ex­ 
ecution or writ of attachment, to make 
an assignment within ten days there­ 
after, which results in dissolving the 
levy upon .is property, which is there­ 
upon turned over to an assignee or 
receiver and distributed 
pro 
rata 
among all the creditors. 
These pro­ 
visions are intended to prevent pre­ 
ferences in assignments. 
Payments in part or whole of a past 
due debt in the usual course of busi­ 
ness are protected. 
The same pro- 
o -edings may be had for the discharge 
of an insolvent debtor as under the 
old law. 
The provision making void 
confessions of judgment, chattel mort­ 
gages or other securities given within 
sixty days prior to the making of as* 
signments is continued in force. 
In­ 
solvency is defined and provision i6 
made for all provisional remedies ne­ 
cessary to carry out the intention bf 
statue. 
The two main objects of this act,the 
prohibition of preferences and the in­ 
voluntary assignment feature, are lead­ 
ing features of the Torrey bankrupcy 
bill, which has been before congress 
for several years, and so is likely to 
agree very closely with national legis­ 
lation on tho snbj ct.
